DEAN OF HOTEL 
CLERKS IN RY. 



Died in Louisville Friday. Born 
and Reared in Hardinsburg 
and Known Throughout 
The State. 



Clerk of Willard Hotel For 
Forty-three Years. 



Alexander Washington Jones, until 
a short time ago chief clerk of the 
Willard Hotel and dean of hotel 
clerks in Louisville, died at 4 :.'!() o'- 
clock Friday afterno on at bis home 
on IM East Chestnut street. Mis 
death was due to Kright's disease, 
from which be had sutTeredfor some 
time. He was in his sixty-second 
year. 

Mr. Jones was the oldest hotel 
clerk in Louisville in point of service 
having been connected with hotels in 
the city lor the last forty-three years, 
lie was probably the best known ho- 
tel man in the State. Repeatedly he 
had been offered placet with hotels in 
Other cities, places that were more lu- 
crative than the one he held, but he 
preferred to stay in the city. Dur- 
ing bis years of service he bad made 
a host of friends both in the city and 
among those who were called upon to 
travel. 

Mr. Jones v\as born November IS, 
18.>li, in the hotel in Hardinsburg. 
Ky., of which his father, A. VV. Jones, 
was proprietor. Upon his father's 
death he accepted a position offered 
him in Louiville, and March 24, MfS, 
arrived here to begin his career as 
hotel clerk with Col. Joseph B. Alex- 
ander, at the Alexander Hotel, 
Kighth and Main streets. 

When Col. Alexander became pro- 
prietor of the Willard, at the time of 
Louisville's great exposition, Mr. 
Jones presided over the office. In 
those days the Willard was political 
hcad(|iiarters and the leading men of 
the Democratic party gathered there. 
The famous Patchwork Club was or- 
ganized at the time with the Willard 
as its headquarters. 

He possessed a cleverness that was 
astounding in anticipating the wants 
of the guests, and an unfailing mem- 
ory of faces and names. M. Jones 
himself was seldom forgotten, for he 
possessed a beard of such notable 
length and luxuriance that men once 
seeing it would never foget it. He 
was a member of the First Christian 
church for over thirty years. He 
was also a member of the Royal Ar- 
canum and the Louisville Lodge of 
Masons, No. 400. 

He is survived by his widow, who 
was formerly Miss Mollie R. Tucker, 
daughter of the late T. C. Tucker. 

Funeral services will be held from 
the residence this afternoon at 4 o- 
clock with burial private in Cave Hill 
cemetery.

DESTROYED 



By Fire Saturday Evening in 
Owensboro. Millions Lost. 
Practically Covered by 
Insurance. 

Light From Huge Flames Per- 
ceptable Here. 



Owensboro, Kv. Aug. 2I>. — Great piles 
(if debris are all that itni tin of the bin 
distilling properties of the tireen River 
Distilling Company, which were des- 
troyed by fire here Saturday night, 
MMlng a loss between *:i,(HHl,iHK) and 
*» 000,000. Officials of the company 
estimated that 4::, (Ml* barrels of whiskv 
valued at *i . .;■"> a gallon were de: tfOJ • '!■ 
The whiskey was fully insured. 

The insurance companies pay on 
policies according to the market value 
of whiskey on the day of the tire. OfK 
ci.ils of the company say they have re 
cently been selling Green River whisl, \ 
as high as W,j0 a gailon. Hi wever, the 
market valueat the time of the lire was 
■round tX39, |n addition to the hiss 
Sustained by the tireen River, the Rock 
Springs Distilling Company lost 600 
cases of whisky which were on a side- 
track. Four hundred more cases of 
tireen Riverwhiskey were being placed 
in the ear The Green River had many 
large orders on hand. 

Owing to the distant location of the 
distillery the firemen could not use 
their hose and the chemical engine 
could not defeat the fire which had 
gained headway into the stoiercom 
where 20,000 cases of whisky were 
stored. Unable to handle the situation 
the firemen returned to the city and 
left the flames to play their part in the 
destruction ot more whisky tiian ever 
"went up in smoke'' in a/iy previous 
distillery fir*. 

By the destruction of 43,000 barrels 
of whiskv, it is estimated the I'nited 
States Government will lose approxi- 
mately *»;,o00,000 which would have 
gone into the treasury as Federal tax 

J. \V. McCulloch is president of the 
(ireen River Distilling Company. 

On the railroad track at the side of 
the distillery property was the mangled 
body of a white man. He had been 
one of the many who had drunk of the 
whisky that was running in streams 
into a ravine that led to the Ohio river. 
He fell into a stupor on the railroad 
track and was cut to pieces by early 
morning trains. So badly was his body 
mangled that it has been inpossible to 
identify the

Mr. John D. Babbage, Editor The

Dear Mr. Babbage: The Breckin- 
ridge county boys of my company 
requested me to write a letter to The 
Breckinridge News so the people of 
our county might know that some 
of their boys had crossed the big 
pond and are in line with our Allies 
to lick the "Boches" or "duty cows" 
as the Erench call them. 

Now there are several of the Breck- 
inridge county boys in this Company 
and I will give their names later in 
my letter. We were formerly with 
Co. M . 336th Infantry, 84th Divi- 
sion, N. A., but were transferred to 
Co. M., 6th Inf., 5th Div., Regulars 
on February 18th and we arrived in 
France in April. 

I will now try and tell you some- 
day evening enroute for Custer to 
visit Mrs. Carlton's mother, Mrs. 
Anne Springate.

thing of the country ar we saw it 
remark I heard from the boys was 
"what fine roads this country has." 
We have not traveled a dust road 
or seen one, and what is most re- 
markable is the shade trees along 
them. You can trace the roads for 
miles winding through the beautiful 
valleys and across the mountains. 
Now for agriculture, it does not 
measure up to the States, but there is 
more waste land in Breckinridge 
county than I have seen in all my 
travel across France. For crops, 
they do not raise any here. Rye 
wheat, oats and hay arc the field 
crops, hay is their big field harvest. 
Their beautiful vineyards have the 
appearance of a (lower garden to us 
boys who have not seen them before. 
' Now with the other boys helping 
me we will tell of our little experi- 
ences in the trenches. For fifteen 
days, except for the rats, we were not 
disturbed but one time. On the fifth 
of July the Boche decided to cele- 
brate at our expense and they had the 
satisfaction of shooting a few boles 
in the air. The first tini you bar a 
big shell whistling near you, it is not 
a pleasant feeling and it docs not take 
you long to decide what to do. We 
soon found the shortest route to the 
dugout, but we were very thankful 
that he shared his home with us. 
There is one thing we have got to do 
if we come back to the States with a 
whole hide, that is to move quick. 
You have got to move and do your 
thinking afterwards. Now this the 
life in France and the trenches as we 
Breckinridge fellows see it. 

I will now give you the names of 
the Breckinridge county boys: Cor- 
porals, Kobert Noble, Gilbert Glass- 
cock, Pvt. Johnny Avitt.

Undoubtedly the war news of the past month or more has 
been most encouraging, and w ith < ion. March's latest an 
nonncement that America has thirty-two divisions composed 
of 1,440,000 men in I'rance and with fifty-eight more divisions 
over there, the war will end in ltl»— we are more encouraged 
than ever. P.ut with all of this good news there is apt to he 
danger of us being too Optimistic, hence a slacking up in our 
war activities and a resting back on our oars thinking the bat 
tie almost won. 

Mr Floyd Gibbon! who has been over there right along 
in the front line trenches acting as a war correspondent for the 
Chicago Tribune, has come home invalided and is making 
lectures over the country for the specific purpose of driving 
home to the American people two warnings, namely: that we 
be not unduly optimistic over the Allied successes on the 
Maine; and that we be prepared to withstand the winter peace 
drive which Germany will surely make over here by the way 
of neutral countries if she fails, as she will, to get the military 
decision this year. 

Mr. Gibbons said in one of his lectures that the Allied drive 
this summer was not really a drive nor did I'och intend that 
it should be. he was merely trying to disrupt the German plans. 
And furthermore, said Mr. Gibbons, "the American people 
must not make the mistake of thinking the morale of the Ger- 
mans is broken. The morale of the Bochc soldiers lighting at 
the front is excellent; however 1 would not say as fine as the 

Americans." 

W e beKevc in people being optimistic and there is no gift so 
enviable as that of being able to always see the bright side of 
everything, however there is a happy medium and it is this we 
want to strike. W e have not won the war yet and certainly no 
human being can tell us when it will be over, we are all mere- 
ly guessing.

"From the time these men landed In 
the United States, an effort has been 
to keep their minds and hands 
says the war department 
statement.

The men have shown Interest 
In the "ward occupations," which con- 
sist of wood carving, knitting, weav- 
ing, block printing, beud work, knotted 
work, embroidery, educational work 
and typewriting. Where facilities have 
been provided to give the met 
lc studies a genuine Interest 
shown to Improve their mental condi- 
tion so as better to prepare them to 
make progress in civil occupations. 

After the men reach the point where 
they could leave the wards they were 
Instructed In shops and schools. Quar- 
termaster repuir shops are located 
near some of the hospitals, and these 
are used to give Instruction to the men 
In mechanical occupations. At the 
present time 182 soldiers are taking 
courses In automobile mechanics and 
repair work.

The medals he wore Included the 
Cross of the Legion of Honor, the mili- 
tary medal, the war cross with seven 
palms and five stars, the British mili- 
tary cross, the Belgian war cross, the 
colonial medal, medal of Morocco, and 
the medal for saving life, and the 
medal for wounds. In addition, he 
wore the "fouragere" of the Legion of 
Honor. 

Where he got them has not been dis- 
closed, but to account for them Be- 
trand constructed a story of wonder- 
ful incidents. According to this tale 
he won the military medal by saving 
the lives of two officers and was hlm- 
eelf wounded In the thigh when sur- 
rounded by natives while fighting with 
the French territorial forces In Moroc- 
co, In 1013. 

Then, according to his own story, 
Betrand won the war cross In a patrol 
exploit In the present war, when, after 
his companions were killed, he cu|>- 
tured a whole German cooking outfit 
at Laon, having killed most of the 
cooks. Next, fighting with the British 
on the Somme, he won the military 
cross by capturing 12 Germans 
banded. Meantime, he had been cap- 
tured five times by the Germuns, but 
always munuged to escupe.

British Get Two Pounds a Month. 
French Pound and Half, 
Italians One Pound. 



GERMAN SUPPLY PLENTIFUL 

All Nations Permit Use of Sweetening 
for Home Preserving Purposes. 



Amerlcn's new sugar ration of two 
pounds it month per person is I'tjulta- 
ble when compared with the sugar ra- 
tion enforced by rigid governmental 
order in Kuglnnd, France and Italy, na- 
tions with which we are shilling sugur. 

Eucli Allied nation — in the mutter of 
sugar consumption — is sliurlng on near- 
est possible equitl terms the hardships 
imposed by greutly uttered conditions 
in the world sugur sit tuition. 

Formerly clnssed us a luxury, sugar 
Is now n war time essential. The fair 
and just division of this essential is 
in the hands of the various Allied 
food controllers. 

The United States Food Ailmlnlstra- 
tlon has asked this nation to observe 
a voluntary sugur ration of two 
pounds per person u month. 

In the other countries at war with 
Germany sugar Is one of the scarce 
articles on every menu — whether In 
the households of both rich uud poor, 
or In the hotels. 

Kiiglnnd today has a sugur ration 
of two pounds per month per person. 
In France the ration is a pound ami a 
half and In Itnly it is one pound | 
month. Antl the prices In allied coun- 
tries are from two to three times as 
high its In America. 

If you go to u hotel In England or 
France these days and order tea or 
coffee they serve absolutely no sugar 
with It. If you want sugur you must 
bring It with you. 

In Kngland It Is allowable to use 
one-seventh of nn ounce of sugar in 
the preparation of each luncheon. In 
France ninny persons curry little sac- 
charine tablets nhout with them for 
use in hotels and in England rich and 
poor must take their sugur with them 
if they wish to have sweetened tea 
while visiting friend*. 

Before the war sturted France hud 
625,000 acres devoted to sugar produc- 
tion. By 1917 the French sugar acre- 
age had decreased to 180,000 acres. 
Today the French man or woman with a 
sugar card has no assurance whatever 
that he or she will be able to actually 
buy sugur. To buy It, one must Brat 
find It. 

Italy Haa 

Especially drastic 
the use of sugur In Ituly. Its manu- 
facture, distribution and sale are close- 
ly controlhfjd, and In part actually 
over by the state. 
Saccharine 1b permitted to be gold 
and used aa a substitute for sugar and 
the government manufactures a mix- 
ture of saccharine aud sugar culled 
"State Sugar," which la largely used. 



Sugar Ration Adequate. 

Germany, before the war, produced 
a great surplus of sugar and exported 
large quantities. Today the Germans 
have virtually gone out of the export 
buslnesa, but have plenty of cheap 
sugar for home use. 

Wholesulu prices prevalent In the 
Allied nations, according to Informa- 
tion received by the United States 
food Administration are as follows: 
England, 10 cents a pound; ITrance, 
12 cents ; Italy, 26 cants.

PREVENT LOSSES IN 
SHIPPING POTATOES 

Scarcity of Barrel Stock 
Use of Sacks Necessary. 



Cars Must Be Exercised in Handling 
to Prevent Bruising and Crushing 
—Complete Ventilation Must 
Be Furnlahed. * 



(Prepared by the United States 
meat ot Agriculture.) 
Owing to the scarcity of barrel 
stock, many shippers of early pota- 
toes will sack their product this sea- 
son. Care must be taken in handling 
and loading sacked potatoes to pre- 
vent bruising nnd crushing, as early 
varieties" are particularly susceptible 
to decay following Injuries.
